THIS ICONIC FURNITURE SHOP IN BAGUIO 
HAS STOOD THE TEST OF TIME 

IT WAS A RELENTLESS PASSION for all things 
antique, old, and Pinoy that prompted Pynky Magsino 
to establish PNKY Vintage Collection 20 years 
ago — that, and her background in anthropology. 
“PNKY is as old as Panagbenga. I started with just 
garden furniture at Camp John Hay,” she recalls. 
Since then, the furniture store has become a famous 
landmark in the City of Pines. 

Prior to putting up PNKY, Pynky had an antique 
shop in the 1970s, which she had to close down 
upon migrating to the United States. But when the 
1991 earthquake devastated Baguio, Pynky’s family 
moved back to the city. “My sister perished in the 
Hyatt Hotel, so my parents were then living on 
their own in their old age, so we decided to come 
back and be with them. When we were back here, 

I was looking for something to do. It Just became 
a natural thing,” she narrates. Then, when the first 
ever Panagbenga Festival was being planned, 
Pynky got an offer to set up shop, which she 
gladly said yes to. “That’s how I came back into the 
business,” she adds. 

With all its years in the furniture industry, 

PNKY has managed to remain true to its goal: to 
showcase vintage, antique Pinoy pieces made 
mostly of wood. This is very much apparent upon 
entering the store, which is like stepping into a 
small museum of prized Filipino artifacts. Every 
nook houses unique finds — from delicate ceramic 
ware to dainty jewelry. The main attractions, of 
course, are the furniture pieces made of hardwood. 
These are dressed up with accessories like huge 
Maranao tops {trumpo), embroidered pillows, and 
ceramic vessels. It’s not hard to imagine how these 
items will look in a modern Pinoy home. 

The furniture industry may continue to shift 
trends, but PNKY still stands strong. “It’s the driving 
passion behind it, eh. It’s what I feel has fueled 
it this long. ..and also, I guess people, when they 
come to the shop, they can feel that it’s something I 
love. Each thing has a story,” muses Pynky. 



This corner of the shop is filled with eclectic finds 
which are mostly, if not all, sourced locally. Find 
a piece or two to update your own abode.

Antique collector Greg Sabado’s shop 
is chockfuU of wooden pieces — from 
tabletop decor, native chess pieces, 
and bowls, to big items Like benches, 
tables, and even Life-size buL-ot (rice 
gods). Some of the pieces are made 
from recycled wood, while some are 
made from felled trees found in the 
river after a typhoon.

Sabado’s has been around since the 
1970s, and throughout the years, 
the shop has evolved from selling 
antiques from Vigan to selling 
baskets.

Greg says recent additions to his shop 
are Japanese furniture that they buy 
from a friend who owns an antique 
shop in Japan.

THE STORY OF ELO'S WEEKEND HOME BECOMES 
RICHER WITH EACH PASSING YEAR. 



A mother whose children have grown 

up, some already with families of their 
own, would often feel sadness at having 
“emptied her nest.” The case is hardly so 
for mom and doting grandmother Elo, 
whose weekend home in Tagaytay is a go-to of sorts for 
her growing family whenever they need to take a break 
from the hustle and bustle of city life. 

But lest it conjures images of a lola waiting at the 
steps all day for the arrival of her beloved children and 
grandkids, again, Elo defies stereotypes. She continues 
to be busy with her work as a development consultant 
for various international agencies, and her work 
always takes her outside the country. You can say that 
there is as much going on in her life as there is with her 
kids, and she craves for the same respite each time she’s on 
a break from work. 

Says Elo, “My children have always felt that this 
place has been a refuge of sorts — a place where they 
could invite their friends, too.” The general idea is to 
live the “kain-tulog” lifestyle. Although they have a 
house in the city, when the kids were younger, “they 
would get confined to their routines. They didn’t even 
get to play in the garden because of their schedules in 
school. This was like a respite.” 



So 15 years ago, as her three sons and only daughter 
were growing up, Elo collaborated with a former 
classmate who was a contractor for roads and bridges. 
Her ideas, of course, went into the whole concept of the 
house, as Elo believed “it’s supposed to be reflective of 
who lives in the place.” 

Originally, her children’s bedrooms could be 
accessed from the main house. It was one of her 
major requirements. “I needed access to the children 
anytime, and it should be easy for them to access me.” 

In 2012, around the time her daughter got married, Elo 
decided to close off the access point to the rooms and 
move the entrances to each of the two bedrooms, now 
named Unica Hija and Tres Hermanos. 

Having evolved as the family’s needs changed, the 
place now has the feel of a quaint bed-and-breakfast, 
with each bedroom separated from the rest of the 
world by cozy receiving areas. When Elo decided 
to buy the adjoining property, she was able to build 
two more guesthouses that look like charming resort 
pavilions, specifically for relatives who would visit 
from Baguio or abroad. She also started working with 
her son’s friends Chino Carlos and Miah Gomez, both 
interior designers, who customized some of the wooden 
furniture pieces.

of nafural and eco-friendly 
materials creates a relaxing 
space, especially when 
combined with natural light. 
"These materials go together 
with other decor and contrasting 
styles because these items do not 
scream for attention,” interior 
designer ]ohn Vigilia explains. 
Get the look in your own home 
with these expert tips: 

1 . Go for wood. Chino Carlos 
and Miah Gomez, interior 
designers and owners of Hatch 
Furniture, say that wood is 
easily available, and there is 
so much you can do with it. "Its 
natural imperfections are what 
make it beautiful,” they say. Its 
grains or patterns are its own 
accent. The best place to source 
secondhand wood is from Rizal, 
where materials from old, torn- 
down houses are sold. 



2 . Stand out with stones. 

Interior designer ]ohn Vigilia 
recommends marble, granite, 
or sandstone. Like wood, these 
stones have unique grains that 
make surfaces for counter or 
table tops more interesting. 

3 . Dazzle with metal. ]ohn 
suggests accessorizing with an 
abundance of copper, bronze, or 
pewter items, which go well with 
other decor styles by providing 
just the right amount of glint. 

4 . Don t forget the sun! Natural 
sunlight is a perfect complement 
because it helps retain colors and 
textures. A word of caution from 
John: in our tropical climate 
where it is wet and cold one 
day and hot and dry the next, 
sunlight will take its toll on 
these natural products. Have a 
coat or layer of protective finish 
that will shield them from the 
suns harsh rays. 



Because of the sloping terrain, the house and 
guesthouses are situated on varying levels, leaving much 
room for Elo’s ornamental plants and vegetable garden 
along the staircase. You can have a lengthy conversation 
with her about it just while walking down the stairs! 

A look around immediately tells you Elo likes wood. 
“In its very natural state,” she adds. Although she shows 
inclination to Filipino pieces, she doesn’t like it too 
heavy either, "‘yung sobrang narra lahat. Mabigat din sa 
akin pagganun” 

Her love for wood stems from the fact that every 
type has its own beauty and texture. “Every time Em 
on my way to Baguio, I would always make a stop and 
ask, ‘Anong wood itoT And it’s interesting to know their 
differences, and of course, what you can do with them!” A 
huge, rough-hewn bench in the living room, for instance, 
is actually the root of a tree. “It’s fantastic!” Elo exclaims. 

Right outside the kitchen is another of Flo’s many 
loves: her own fruit, vegetable, and herb garden. Elo 
grows pineapples, carrots, pechay, and tomatoes in neatly 
arranged rows; while hanging on homemade trellises are 
ampalaya and sayote vines. Papaya and malunggay trees 
provide the ingredients for a mean pot of tinola. 

In the garden, there is also a small open hut, which 
gives anyone who stays in it a breathtaking view of the 
mountains. “Pina-drawing ko lang yan, pinagawa, and 
then had grilles installed. The grilles are all recycled,” 
Elo says. 

She describes what weekends are like here 
nowadays: “Magulo!” The young ones would be huddled 
in groups, playing or chatting, while the older ones 
would be seated in pocket areas enjoying conversations 
over coffee or wine. Still, the “kain-tulog” ideal 
remains. “A/co naman,” Elo says with a smile, “doting 
grandma. My grandkids would sometimes sleep with 
me in my room, one or two at a time. They would 
bounce their ideas off me. I don’t volunteer until they 
ask — that’s the way. It’s more than bonding, really.” 

This way, the story of Flo’s weekend home becomes 
richer with each passing year. After creating memories 
with her children when they were younger, Elo sees 
that it is now her children’s turn to make memories of 
their own with their families. As for her, “At my age. 

I’m looking into semi-retirement. I stay here more and 
more,” she ends. RE

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Thanks to the high ceiling, the Living area of the Bangaoets Looks very spacious 
despite the big furniture. Adding interest to this neutral space is an artwork by 
Carlos Rocha. The unusual window grilles were custom-made by Engr. RioneL 
R Lumanog, who spearheaded the construction of this house from ground up. 
Aischa says, “I didn’t want grilles... I was begging pa my husband ‘Let’s not put 
no Lang. Let’s put Lots of dogs!’ Finally, that design popped up. I saw it on the 
Internet, not exactly, but similar.”

Rionel 
suggested adding a loft, to which the 
couple agreed. 





t’s not hard to feel at ease in this house. Warmth 
abounds — from the pleasant family milling about to the 
wooden furniture pieces that are rich in history. 

Take, for instance, a small table that greets you on 
the loft: the top was originally the luggage of homeowner 
Aischa Bangaoet’s great-grandfather, an American, who took 
the suitcase with him as he was escaping the Japanese during 
World War II. The piece was preserved by Aischa’s mother 
Pynky Gomez-Magsino, owner of PNKY Vintage Collection (see 
our "Shop of the Month" on p. 18). There’s also a set of drawers 
that was originally owned by Aischa’s grandfather. This was 
passed on to Aischa’s mom, who used it as storage for her 
daughter’s baby clothes; it now sits quietly in a corner. 

Having a mother who loves collecting and refurbishing 
antique and heirloom pieces obviously has its advantages. For 
one, Aischa and husband Bong already have the big pieces they 
needed when they moved in to this home more than a year ago. 
And more importantly, the passion and appreciation for old 
things rubbed off on Aischa, giving her a clear idea on how she 
wanted her home to look and feel like. 

“My mom is my mentor. Actually, I think it’s an inborn gift 
for my mom and me,” says Aischa, who turned her back on 
being a medical doctor (her husband is a practicing surgeon) to 
pursue a more creative career in events styling. (Check out her 
work at www.thirtyoneevents.com.ph.) That gift was further 
nurtured by a special tradition that Pynky would practice for 
each of her children’s milestones. “She would gift us with a 
piece of furniture,” Aischa narrates. Turning 10 means getting 
a haul, being 13 means getting a small side table, and so on. 



The den, while enclosed in low ceiling, does not feel stuffy nor is it 
cramped. Here, you’ll immediately notice an unusual asymmetrical 
bookshelf that lends a more playful vibe to the space, breaking the 
seriousness of more pieces from PNKY. “I was looking for a bookshelf 
that’s unique. I saw something similar, but we kinda made it slanted... 
So I just had our engineer copy it, and he got it,” says Aischa.

Warm light is filtered through Aischa 
and Bong’s bedroom, which is filled with 
pieces from PNKY Vintage Collection 
shop owned by Aischa’s mom Pynky 
Gomez-Magsino.

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But that’s not to say that Aischa has the exact 
same style as her mom. This 380-sqm property 
is a testament to a seamless coexistence of 
vintage pieces and modern trimmings. Aischa 
explains, “I really don’t want a completely 
antique house because we grew up with 
everything antique. But then, you know, 
through the years, people were able to make a 
fusion of modern and antiques, and it turned 
out really well.” 

Awash in white, the whole house is a 
perfect backdrop for the big wooden pieces 
from Pynky’s furniture and decor shop PNKY. 
In the living area, leather sofas sit side by 
side with wooden tables. While the pieces are 
generously proportioned, the high ceiling and 
natural light from the big windows render the 
space airy and refreshing — even the family’s 
10-year-old Golden Retriever, Coco, loves to 
plop down here to soak up the afternoon sun. 

Right across the living area is the kitchen 
and dining area, the star of which is the richly 
grained kamagong dining table that’s on loan 
from Aischa’s mom. 

On the same floor as these common areas 
are the bedrooms. Aischa and Bong’s room 
has the same feel as the living area — with big 
windows that keep the generally neutral space 
light and airy. Across their door is nine-year- 
old daughter Sofia’s room, which, of course, 
also sports PNKY pieces mingling with Sofia’s 
toys and accessories. Meanwhile, next-door is 
Rafael’s (Aischa and Bong’s eldest son) room, 
which is also dressed in vintage furniture. 

A staircase leads you to the Bangaoets’ 
loft, which houses Rafael’s study area and a 
den. Opposite the den is a small space for the 
family’s pet supplies. Aside from Coco, the 
Bangaoets also have feline family members: 
Chili, an American Shorthair; and Charcoal 
and Ash, which are of Himalayan breed. 

Right under this space is a catwalk — a private 
playground for these furry cats. 

Touring the Bangaoets’ house may take 
quite some time, but it’s time well spent, what 
with all the interesting things that will pique 
your curiosity. Aischa is more than happy 
to tell the story of each piece. Occasionally, 
daughter Sofia excitedly interjects. The young 
girl jovially announces that she’s soon turning 
10, hinting at the possibility of being gifted 
by her lola with an heirloom piece of her own. 
Apparently, in this family, furniture pieces 
get passed on from one generation to the next. 
And as they change hands, each piece gets a 
new story that makes it more precious than it 
already is. RL

W aiting for the coffee to brew, sitting 
on a sun-drenched daybed under a 
soaring ceiling, Debussy’s Clair de 
Lune playing faintly on the radio as 
one black cat sidles up for a belly 
scratch and the other surveys the scene from the branch 
of a tree outside. It’s easy to understand why “a sanctuary 
for the senses” is how Shelley Street describes the tranquil 
home that she shares with her daughter Phoebe. 

Shelley’s house, with its pared-down palette, airy 
open spaces, glimpses of greenery, and thoughtfully 
edited contents, act as an antidote to both its location — 
on the border of Cape Town’s frenetic urban fringe — as 
well as to the homeowner’s visually-driven profession. 

A former magazine stylist and creative and curatorial 
consultant to South Africa’s top lifestyle, fashion, and 
furniture retailers, Shelley now runs Space Solutions. It's 
a creative branding studio offering art direction, graphic 
design, merchandising, and interior styling to a mixed 
bag of clients. Recently, she has also taken on several 
high-end residential projects, a direction she describes as 
“pleasantly unexpected.” 

The house came into Shelley’s and daughter Phoebe’s 
life at “just the right time” via a small classified ad pinned 
onto a board at a local shopping center. “I postponed an 
appointment, met the agent there, and told her to consider 
it sold,” recalls Shelley. That was over 10 years ago, and 
the home, which dates back to 1873, has undergone several 
renovations since then. “It sounds like such a decor 
magazine cliche to say that it was dark and neglected and 
tumbledown in its original state, but that is the truth of it,” 
she says. “Though the potential and character was always 
there, which is why I fell in love with it.” 

Huge steel windows were installed, crumbling interior 
walls restored, exterior walls built, cement floors laid 
down, ceilings removed, and the layout converted to 
form a large open-plan living area incorporating a work 
space as well as two bedrooms and a shared bathroom. 
“Even I was surprised by how high the ceilings turned 
out,” says Shelley. “There were also several trees on the 
property that have become a part of the space with the 
large steel-framed glass doors and windows. I love having 
the combination of the volume, the light that touches every 
corner, and the lush greenery outside. It feels very far 
away from the city. It’s very meditative.” 

Shelley’s reverence for simplicity is reflected in a 
palette consisting of white and underpinned by strong 
black accents, the subtleties to be discovered in the 
layering of color and texture. “My personal aesthetic has 
always been very constant,” she explains. “I’d say my 
colors are ‘beach pebble’ shades rather than slavishly 
monochrome — white, obviously, but also charcoals, grays, 
chalk. Looking around the house before the shoot. I’ve 
realized that the faintest washed-out blues have somehow 
found their way in, too,” Shelley says with a laugh. 

What’s immediately evident is that Shelley is not 
just a good curator; she’s an exceptional one, the many 
displays and vignettes confirming her country-girl roots.

In the dining area, the weathered wooden 
dining table was found on a roadtrip and 
purchased for the princely sum of R85 
(approximately 289 pesos), then strapped to 
the roof of the car and driven from one end of 
the country to the other.

“I grew up in the Free State province, which is known for its 
magnificent light, wildlife, and unspoilt wide open spaces, so 
it’s no surprise that Fm drawn to those elements.” 

Her eye-catching collections of objects are very much at 
home in the most curious cabinet of curiosities: animal skulls, 
bones and antlers, bizarre seed pods and burnt protea flowers, 
coral, shells and pebbles— all discovered on nature walks. 

A grouping of ceramics injects a rare pocket of vibrant 
hues. This includes antique Chinese pots and the work of 
her friend, acclaimed South African artist Lovell Friedman. 
Artworks are a passion but have been limited to “non- 
color” illustrations, old etchings, and photographs, with 
the exception of two watercolors inherited from her Dutch 
grandparents and a few local pieces in daughter Phoebe’s 
bedroom. There are many beautiful African pieces too: carved 
wooden head rests, clay milk pots, and carved stone sculptures 
bought on local travels to the continent. “I gravitate towards 
things that are not mass-produced, that have the mark of the 
person who made them,” explains Shelley. 



Among the organic clusters of found, salvaged, and gifted 
ephemera are objects that illustrate Shelley’s design creed: 
original, mid-century modern Panton, Fames, and Bertoia 
chairs; Jurgen Bey’s modern classic Light Shade Shade 070 by 
Moooi; and the centerpiece of the living area — an iconic beaded 
chandelier by South African design studio Mud, bought by 
Shelley long before the likes of Anthropologie and the Conran 
Shop discovered their work. “I’m definitely a purist when it 
comes to that aspect of design,” says Shelley. “It has to be the 
real thing. If it’s a reproduction. I’d rather not own it.” 

While the inner landscape has a peacefulness that borders 
on the sacred, this is no monastery. “How could it be with a 
teenager running around?” says Shelley. "We have our simple 
rituals like buying fresh food from the market and cooking 
together, me working at my desk while Phoebe does homework 
on the dining table or practices her piano, having an afternoon 
sleep on the daybed in the winter sun, which is our absolute 
favorite spot... The space is small, but we share it well. There 
really is nowhere else we’d rather be.” RL

FOR ANTIQUES INTO A 
MODERN CONDO UNIT 



A DESIGNER SUCCESSFULLY 
WEAVES HIS CLIENT'S LOVE 
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Connecting the couch and coffee table is a Persian 
carpet that Judd salvaged from his grandmother’s 
sidewalk. “My grandmother is at an age where 
she’s starting to give away her things,” says 
homeowner Judd Salas. “When I visited her once, I 
saw all these beautiful things disposed in a pile on 
the sidewalk.” The carpet was just one of the things 
Judd rescued from that “garbage pile.” 





A ntiques in a modern 32-sqm condo unit? If 

you think those two elements — one is ancient, 
the other brand new — don’t sit well together, 
you may have a point. But somehow, 
homeowner Judd Salas and interior designer 
John Vigilia managed to pull it off. They turned this year- 
old unit into not just a home but also an art gallery and 
antiques showroom, except nothing in it is for sale. 

Judd gave his designer the veto power on his antique 
pieces and art collection. Whatever didn’t pass John’s 
selective eye stayed in Judd’s family home. “I had this mirror 
with a dark wooden frame that I wanted to put in my unit,” 
says Judd. “Pero hindi pumasa kay John. He said there was no 
room for it.” A painting by Anita Magsaysay-Ho sits on the 
floor, half hidden by an ottoman, because there was no place 
to hang it. 

The pieces that did get John’s approval have turned the 
unit into a snug home with an old-world appeal. Take for 
instance Judd’s 1920s art deco dining table, which doubles as 
his desk. He salvaged the table from his mother’s front yard, 
where it sat exposed to the elements. “I wanted to remove 
this metal strip that runs along the sides of the tabletop,” 
says Judd, “but they told me the metal strip is a distinct 
design element of that era. So I just had the table refinished.” 
The table is flanked by a wooden armchair from Cebu and a 
three-seater bench that Judd bought in Dapitan Arcade. “The 



legs are the only original parts left of that bench,” says Judd. 
“John’s suppliers restored everything else.” 

A few feet away from the dining area is the kitchen. 
“The first time John saw this place, he looked at the kitchen 
and said, ‘Pwede ha’ng gihain ito lahatT” says Judd with a 
laugh. “He removed everything and replaced everything.” 
“The original beams looked like they’d been 
crisscrossed,” says John. “So we built a ceiling cove to 
cover the awkward placement of the beams.” The lowered 
ceiling also provided space for recessed lights; when Judd 
moved in, the unit just had sockets for bulbs. 

Judd credits John’s thorough “personality tests” for 
the design that fits his lifestyle perfectly. “When we were 
conceptualizing the design, John showed me a series of 
pictures and asked me what I thought of them. He told me, 
‘This will help me determine what you like in terms of 
themes and approaches to design,”’ the homeowner recalls. 

From these “tests,” John discovered that his client liked 
mirrors and glass, so he put up a wall of mirrors spanning 
the dining and living areas. These mirrors, assisted by the 
natural light rushing in through the wall-to-wall window, 
significantly extend the unit’s visual space. For storage, John 
put in a custom-made cabinet and installed glass shelves 
above it. A Madonna and Child oil painting from the late 19^^ 
century takes care of the antique element in that area.

ANTIQUES IN CONDOS 

In-terior designer ]ohn Vigilia, 
who worked on ]udd Salas’s 
condo unit spills some lips on 
how lo incorporate antiques in 
a modern setting. Yes, it can 
be done! 

1 . Do not be afraid of mixing 
contrasting elements, says 
]ohn. Grouping items according 
to their color or finish will still 
give a cohesive appearance. 

2 . Follow a small-medium- 
large rule when grouping 
pieces according to their scale 



and proportion,” says ]ohn. 

If you have just one small 
piece and one big piece, 
however, avoid putting them 
side-by-side. 

3. Put together old and new 
items, says ]ohn. Both will 
have contrasting features that 
will make each piece stand on 
its own. 

4. On the tendency to over- 
populate an area: "Give each 
piece breathing space so your 
eyes will not be confused with 
a barrage of elements.” 
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Korbanka update the space. These hang over Judd’s 
L-shaped couch, an unexpected point of contention for 
Judd and John. 

“I told John early on, ‘Pangarap ko sa buhay na 
magkaroon ng L-shaped couch,’” says Judd. “But in the 
grand scheme of things, I think an L-shaped couch is at 
the bottom rung for John.” Still, Judd bought his cozy 
couch at SM Home; John compromised by making taupe 
seat covers to hide the couch’s original brown-black 
upholstery. Complementing the couch are two side 
tables put together to form a coffee table. Judd bought 
these tables from a friend who was moving house. 

Judd’s bedroom also suits his personality. The 
forest green accent wall doubles as his headboard, 
and Judd believes the color keeps his room restful. The 
color represents all sorts of metaphysical elements for 
Judd: “vegetation, new things, regeneration.” 

The wall in Judd’s room also carries some of the oldest 
items in his home: a couple of 200-year-old astronomical 
prints, which Judd bought in an antique shop in the UK. 

A 257-year-old woodblock print also shares space on the 
customized cabinet by the window. Again, John used 
mirrors to visually extend the bedroom — he installed 
these on Judd’s closet doors, which John also built. Next 
to this is Judd’s bathroom/smoking room/huddle room. 
“When my friends come over, we like to stay here in the 
bathroom to smoke and chat,” says Judd. 

It’s a pleasant surprise that the bathroom, often 
designed as an afterthought, is such a bright and 
spacious room. The tiles, reminiscent of those used in 
Judd’s great-grandmother’s house, were sourced from 
Wilcon. Aside from tiling the bathroom, John also had 
a shower enclosure made. This makes sure that the 
rest of the bathroom stay dry, including two prints 
of Modena, Italy that were gifts from the mayor of 
Modena, and even a signed pencil sketch by Picasso. 

“I like to bring a part of my heritage with me wherever 
I go,” says Judd. “It reminds me of who I am and where 
I came from.” Who knew that his heritage, built on 
antiques and precious art, could find their space in this 
cozy home? RL 



The antiques and family heirlooms that are in Judd’s home weren’t gifts from 
his family — most of these items, he plucked from his family home. One of 
the few things that his mom gave him was a green lamp that now hangs in 
Judd’s bathroom. “It’s difficult to understand,” says Judd. “Of the paintings, 
furniture, and other precious items, she gives me this hanging glass lamp.” 
You can find similar machuka-patterned tiles like these at Wilcon Depot, 
Libis, Quezon City.

T he Fernandez home is the kind that makes you ask 
all sorts of questions the minute you step inside: 
Where are all these masks from? Why do they 
have so many chairs? What places have they been 
to? And perhaps the most interesting: Why is 
everything so organized? 

Welcome to the home of Charlie and Paula, a young married 
couple whose interests run the gamut of traveling, bird watching, 
and crafting. They can spend a whole day talking about these 
things, but they are most passionate about creating the kind of 
home that is brimming with stories about their family. 

This bachelor’s pad-turned-home-for-two was built in the 
’90s when Charlie’s mom decided that it was more practical to 
replace their spacious family home with several homes in the 
compound. A cousin lived here for some time before Charlie 
moved in. “Kasi masasayang hung hindi titirhan” he says. 

Recalls Charlie, “My mom is very efficient and values old 
materials. The piedra china [referring to the unpolished Chinese 
granite material used in the flooring on the first floor — Ed.] all 
came from the big house, and were distributed to all the other 
houses. Some of the wooden panels on the second floor, as well 
as the doorknobs, are from the old house as well.” 

The 450-sqm, two-story home with an attic has a resort 
feel, with generously sized windows that allow air to circulate. 
“Gusto ng mom ko, labas-pasokyung air. Again, for efficiency. 
She likes it maaliwalas. She designed this, although she’s not an 
architect or an interior designer,” Charlie adds. 

When he moved in sometime in 2006, Charlie started an 
interesting collection of antiques, but admittedly, he didn’t 
know a thing about interior design. Plus, he lived alone without 
any help, so he wanted to keep cleaning to a minimum. 




REUPHOLSTERING 
FURNITURE Should you 
do it yourself or should you 
hire a professional? Interior 
designer Kimi Manuel 
answers frequently asked 
upholstery questions. 

1 . V/hen is it okay to 
reupkolster? 

"Homeowners must first 
determine the quality of the 
chair because this determines 
if it is worth reupholstering 
for extended use. A good 
quality chair is made of solid 
wood such as narra and 
Philippine mahogany. The 
chairs condition must also be 
inspected for signs of wood 
infestation such as bore holes." 

2 . Should you get a 
professional to do it? 

"It is best to have a 
professional upholsterer 
accomplish the reupholstery 
work because he knows 
which parts of the furniture, 
such as springs, can still be 
reused. He would also know if 
the frame needs repair." 

3. Are there times you 
can DIY? 



"Do-it-yourself upholstery may 
be done on simpler forms such 
as straight-edged ottomans, 
drop-in seats of traditional 
chairs (involving only 
plywood base, foam, muslin, 
cover fabric, and tacks), 
and loose pieces such as box 
cushions on the seat and backs 
of armchairs and sofas. The 
covers of box cushions may be 
sewn with zippers so it can be 
removed and washed." 

4. Any tips on choosing 
upholstery fabric? 

"Consider the type of piece of 
furniture, its use and where it 
will be used, and your own 
personal style preference. 
Furniture that is subject to 
daily heavy wear such as 
dining chairs must have 
durable fabric. If you have 
children and pets at home, 
go for colors that wont show 
dirt easily, like darker beige, 
mocha, and grays. If the 
furniture is traditional in form 
and you would like the fabric 
to be consistent, you may 
choose fabrics such as brocade, 
chenille, and damask."

According to Charlie, the dining table is from 
an old house. Because of its irregular height, 
it was obviously used for something else. 
“They’re saying it might have been a working 
table for priests — kung saan niiaiatag yung mga 
binabasa nila” Charlie says.

In 2013, Charlie and Paula got married, and it was 
then when their home started to get that much-needed 
feminine touch. Paula, who got her flair for home 
decorating from her mom, used playful prints on throw 
pillows, potted plants, and other accessories to soften the 
look of the mostly wood-red brick structure of the home. 

Being unable to bear seeing anything go to waste 
seems to have rubbed off on the couple as well. 

Paula laughs, “We’re officially basureros,” adding 
that anything that their relatives don’t want or need 
anymore, they gladly welcome into their home. 

Friends tell them that the house now looks more 
like a home than a museum, Paula says. What makes it 
even homier is the fact that the couple worked together 
on a lot of do-it-yourself projects, be it a lamp or a set 
of shelves. Paula explains, “We’re not conscious about

brands. Our stuff doesn’t have to be expensive. We like 
doing it ourselves because it comes out cheaper, and it’s 
so personalized to your space.” 

This is how they divide the work, according to 
Paula: “I come up with the idea, and he’s the carpenter. 
He’s a graduate of YouTube university — he learned 
everything there. Whenever we feel like doing or need 
something like the shelves, we make time to do it. He 
does the ‘nerd’ work, and he’s very good at it.” 

Charlie recalls that as a child, he has always liked 
fixing and building things. Paula as a young girl, on 
the other hand, remembers being a fan of the seaside 
theme, and her bedroom would be inspired by the store 
displays of Roxy and Billabong in the United States. 

Apart from their treasured DIY projects, the couple 
also collects all sorts of accessories during their travels, 
especially around the Philippines. They target to visit 
all the provinces, and to date, they only have less than 
10 provinces to go to. Charlie and Paula run an online 
travel agency together (www.ourrestlessfeet.com), 
and because they can work from practically anywhere 
(as long as there’s Internet connection), they have the 
chance to go around — and even outside — the country. 

Their hauls from around Luzon make up most of 
their collection, but Paula confesses, “We love mats — 
colorful mats. I treasure the ones we got straight from 
the weavers in Mindanao. Normally, that’s what 
we pay extra baggage for. What we do is research 
where to buy, and not in the souvenir shops.” 

Their home is literally filled with things that 
hold much meaning for them, and figuratively, with 
stories that tell so much about their life together. 

Paula mentions they have, at one point, discussed 
author Marie Rondo and the movement to purge one’s 
belongings based on what gives you joy. “What will 
we throw out? Everything gives us joy!” she exclaims. 
“We’re happy with being a basurero. We’re the same, 
so walang pumipigil sa amin. Ang ending, we have so 
much stuff! We already took out a lot! Pero masaya na 
/cami dito. We like it!” RL

WALLS 

Why does paint peel over time? How 
can I solve this? “If paint peels from 
an interior wall, it is because the paint 
does not stick properly to the surface 
beneath. This is caused by moist 
walls, an improperly prepared surface, 
incompatible paint layers, and poor 
quality paint. To avoid this, assess and 
prepare the area and surface and clean 
the surface before painting. Prep the 
wall with a solid primer, and never paint 
a room before and after rainfall to avoid 
moisture. Also, research about the paint 
you want before buying.” 

What should I do if the paint starts 
peeling? “Scrape away the loose paint, 
repair any cracks on the wall with patching 
compound, and sand it to make it smooth 
before applying primer. Clean the wall 
with cloth to remove dirt. Seal and prevent 
moisture problem by applying the primer 
and allowing it to dry accordingly. Then 
apply the paint, allow it to dry, and apply a 
second coat if desired.” 

How about peeling wallpaper? What 
should I do with it? “To repair it, apply 
wallpaper adhesive with a paint brush. 
Cover the entire piece with wallpaper 
adhesive, especially the ends. Press 
it back onto place, and smooth it 
down with clean hands or a roller. To 
fix bubbles underneath the surface. 



check or feel the bubble to determine if 
inadequate gluing causes it or if there 
is dirt underneath. Slice a small X into 
the bubble with a cutter then flatten 
the bubble or remove the dirt. Apply 
wallpaper adhesive to the back of the 
wallpaper, then roll the paper back into 
place with a damp rag.” 

LIGHTING 

When is it time to replace light bulbs? 
“It’s time to change light bulbs when it 
often burns out or overheats, or when 
the lamp color and wattage are not 
appropriate for a task usually done in a 
certain room,” Jane says. Also, consider 
buying a new set when you’re already 
spending too much on high-energy 
consumption. 

FLOORING 

When is it time to change my flooring? 
“Regardless of the quality and type of 
flooring you have, it will reach a point 
where it needs replacement — when 
it is no longer functional, no longer in 
good condition because of wear and 
tear, when it is already outdated, and 
no longer safe. Any damage done to 
the flooring are usually remedied by 
replacing it. For flooring that has become 
dull, which is what usually happens to 
vinyl, wood, and ceramic or porcelain 
flooring, you can refurbish it with 
products made for restoring shine.”

ROOF 

What are the common causes of roof damage? 
“Common damage may be caused by the 
paint or primer applied, how it was installed, 
or the availability of materials used. In some 
scenarios, especially in the Philippines, majority 
of homeowners use traditional roof materials like 
galvanized iron, which are mostly subjected to 
discoloration because of corrosion or kaiawang” 

How do we address them? “To minimize damage, 
we have to use the right tools and materials. We 
have to apply the right protection to the roof during 
installation.” 

When is it time to change the entire roof? 
“Immediately when leaks occur, but you do not 
have to change the entire roof right away. In 
some situations, only a part of the roof is affected. 
However, homeowners should consider how old 
the roof is because the stability of the roof material 
is highly important. If the quality of the roof is no 
longer good, then it’s time to change it.” 

DOORKNOBS 

How do we keep doorknobs from getting stuck? 
“Most door knobs get stuck due to frequent use. 

To avoid malfunctions, use the right grease or oil. 
Always clean your doorknobs with a cloth and 
warm water to avoid dust from accumulating. And 
remember to use the right doorknobs that suit each 
room, depending on its function.” Try 
WD-40 lubricant spray, which is available at leading 
hardware stores. 

When is it time to replace doorknobs? “Replace 
them immediately if they’re not functioning well 
anymore. If you put your key inside the keyhole and 
the doorknob doesn’t unlock, it’s time to change it.” 

HOUSE FA9ADE 

How often should you repaint? “When you’ve 
observed that the color tones have changed. Paint 
can last for ten years if you purchase the best 
quality. Otherwise, it can last only two monsoons.”

IT’S NOT REALLY UNUSUAL for parents to share 
a room with their kids.
